MONTH. 
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Sir Crawford Ma resided at a méet- 
ing in the City Hall, Belfast, yesterday, in 
support of a “* Safety First’’ movement, 
There was @ large attendance, and the 
speakers included Sir Dawson Bates, the 
Minister of Home Affairs, and the Right Hon. 
J. M. Barbour, the Minister of Commerce. 
Sir Dawson Bates, who made an important 
speech, stated that there was ample justifica- 
ion for the meeting, in view of the appalling 
,umber of accidents recently in Ulster. 


“J find,” he proceeded, “that for the six | 


months ended 30th June no less than 
accidents came under the observation of the 
police, and as a result of these accidents no 
iess than 36 persons were killed and 670 
nersons were injured; and when I turn w 
more recent figures I find that the one sad 
faature about the statistics is that the 
numbers are increasing per month.”

'I have reason to believe,” he went on, 

“that the vast majority of these accidents 
would have been avoided if anything like 
reasonable care had been taken by the 
individuals concerned, 

“However, all that legislation can do is 
to lessen the danger which careful pebdple 
run; but all the legislation in the world will 
not protect either the individual using a 
motor, or the pedestrian or the cyclist using 
the road, if both or either of them refuse to 
take reasonable care. The Government have 
bv means of legislation endeavoured to 
make the King’s highway, which after all is 
open to all whether they have motor cars 
or not, reasonably safe. 


PEDESTRIANS’ MISTAKEN ATTITUDE, 
‘Some pedestrians take the view that no 
duty is imposed on them. to do anything to 
prevent accidents occurring. They seem to 
think that the entire onus of aang so rests 
with the motorists; but these people entirel 
forget that pedestrians are frequently injur 
in circumstances which go to show that the 
motorists could not avoid an accident.” 

Sir Dawson gave several examples of the 
carelessness a utter indifference that some 
people displayed on the streets in the face 
of motor traffic, and he added that it was a 
peculiar fact that many pedestrians preferred 
to walk on the road rather than on thé foot- 
path. On the other hand, there was a cer- 
tain class of motorist who seemed to think 
that pedestrians had no right to use the road 
and should be entirely confined to the foot- 
ath. 
; Besides, many motorists resented the pre- 
sence of police on point duty. They seemed 
to think that these policemen were placed 
there for the purpose of causing them annoy- 
ance rather than for their wood, and the re- 
sult of all this was that tnere seemed: to be 
a certain amount of friction existing between 
pedestrians, motorists and tne police, all feel- 
ing that they were ill-used and badly treated. 


EDUCATING THE CHILDREN. 

An important duty that devolved on all 
was to try and educate th» children to un- 
derstand the danger involved in their cross- 
ins the road, and particularly playing in the 
streets. After all, the only solution of this 
very important problem was that everybody 
should pull together, and should realise that 
recklessness does not pay, and could not be 
tolerated in any community. 

Let all motor users make a resolution when 
they went out in the morning to keep before 
their minds the motto of “ Safety First.” 
(Applause.) He then moved that a branch 
of the National Safety First Association bé

The yield of both first: and second 
crop hay, although below the average, turned 
out better than. expected, and the quality, 
where the crop. was saved during the fine 
spell in the middle of the month, is satis- 
factory. 

Approximately two-thirds of the old 
meadows have also been saved under fair con- 
ditions. The yield, though occasionally up to 
average, is in most cases less than last year 
but the quality is reported to be good. Those 
remaining. to be cut are still. growing out well. 

All the cerceal crops promise yields well up 
to average. They were much benefited by 
weather conditions in the early part of July, 
and the straw, which was rather short except 
on rich or moory land, lengthened out as the 
corn came into ear. The heavy showers at 
the end of the month; however, lodged oats 
and barley in many places. Winter wheat 
looks well and is expected to ripen in good 
time. Spring wheat is also promising. The 
winter oat crop in Wexford is well advanced, 
and farmers propose to start harvesting at 
the end of the first week in August. Grain 
crops generally are healthy, save that cases of 
smut are reported in the Wexford wheat crop. 


AX. 

The crop, on the whole, has made good 
coe and promises well, except in 

onaghan, where it is occasionally dis- 
appointing, and in West Cork, where it is 
broken down and tangled in some places. 
The crop in Mayo will be ready for pulling 
earlier than usual, and in the other areas it 
is well advanced. 

POTATOES. 

Early varieties have turned out well, 
and- the quality has been fair. “The 
first early varieties in Dublin, how- 
ever, were a light crop, and for these 
and second earlies, of which the vield . was 
variable, price dropped from 10s. to 12s, at the 
beginning of July to 7s. 6d. and 8s. per ewt. 
at the end of the month. With fair crops 
in Carlow, prices ranged from 2s. 3d. to 
ls. 8d. per stone; while in Clare, where the 
crop was good, prices were as low as 9d. 
Yields were satisfactory in Cork, but quality 
was occasionally lacking. 

In Galway aire have given heavy 

ields of fair quality: With a good crop of 
spicures and British Queen in _ Laoighis, 
prices were 1s.

Blight has 
been noticed in patches in Cavan, Laoighis, 
Galway, Mayo, Roscommon and Monaghan, 
also in Waterford, but in no instance so far 
to any serious extent, 


MANGELS, TURNIPS AND SUGAR BEET. 

The root crops have made a fair recovery 
from the effects of uneven germination, and 
mangels are now expected to be up to the 
average. Turnips, however, are still patchy, 
and in many places have been resown. These 
later sowings have done much to improve 
the crop. Attacks of ‘‘Fly’’ are reported 
from a ie counties, but they have not, how- 
ever, been oí a serious nature. Thinning 1s 
now almost: complete. Beet in some places 
also germinated unevenly, but is. now much 
improved, and at present promises “well. 
Wexford beet crops made a good recovery 
from attacks of the “* Fly.” eeds in the 
root crops gave much trouble in some counties, 
especially when farmers were busily engaged 
in hay-making operations. 

CATTLE.

A meeting of the employers and 
the workers under the guidance of a Govern- 
ment arbitration is to take place at Cologne 
to-day. Wages and working hours are at 
stake in the dispute.

There could be no peace in the 
country while one-third of the representatives 
of the people were excluded, or thought 
themselves excluded, from the Parliament of 
the Nation. Every time an advance had 
been made on their part the Government 
stepped forward and piled up new obstacles. 
In that bill he didn’t see one single advan- 
tage except party advantage. He complained 
that the bill placed too much power in the 
hands of the Civic Guard. 

Military courts were not in me suit- 
able for trying political cases. ey could 
not be trusted to give fair and oe treat- 
ment. He could not see in the bill sár 
that would help to catch the perpetrators o 
the recent murder. If the mutderer was 
arrested there was no judge or jury who 
would not give a just decision. eo” saw 
plenty of reasons why innocent people would 
be punished. Until the feud between the two 
great parties in Ireland ceased the couatry 
would go to ruin.

SENATE’S DUTY. 

Mr. M. F. O'Hanlon said that he did not 
see what useful purpose would be served b 
postponing consideration of the. matter. If 
there was anything which caused insecurity 
in the country it was delay, doubt and un- 
certainty. It was their duty either to give 
the Government the instrument they required 
or to refuse it. 

Mr. John Bagwell, though supporting the

In France, which was a republic, the police 
had the right of entry and detention with or 
without a warrent. Imprisonment without 
trial was commo# practice, and the principle 
of “guilty until proved innocent’ ‘was 
generally followed. e French people - 
nised that a certain amount of liberty must be 
curtailed for. the good of the community. 

Was it not possible that the present 
Government were the best judges of what was 
necessary for the safety of the Free State? 
Though the restrictions might be repugnant to 
many, political murder was far worse. They 
knew that when there was no personal safety 
or order, the Executive were not ‘panic- 
stricken, and they were not panic-stricken 


now. 
LABOUR'S ATTITUDE, , 

Mr. O’Farrell (Labour) said thar he 
would yote for the amendment as a protest 
against the bill. He considered the bill in 
the main to be wholly unnecessary Nobody 
liked being called “the assassin’s friend, ' 
and the real Pontius Pilates were those who 
disapproved of certain legislation, but re- 
mained silent. They had been told that the 
gunman had disap d, but owing to the 
murder of Kevin O’Higgins they were asked 
to pass new legislation. 

It was now clear that the Government was 
aware all along of the existence of illegal 
organisations, and in those circumstances 
Ministers had temporarily run amok.

The lrish Pig Trade. 

The opening of the pig trade “‘ season ’”’ 
is near, and there seems to be no doubt 
that Ireland will ‘profit still further in 
the. “coming . months by the change that

ago. It will be recalled that an outbreak 
of foot-and-mouth disease in Great Britain. 
was traced to infection in a consignment 
of pigs’ from Holland. The British 
Ministry of Agriculture straightway made 
an order prohibiting imports of pigs from 
abroad. ...No.better augury for a fevival 
of prosperity in Irish agriculture has been 
given than the ‘alacrity with which the 
opportunity given thus to the Irish pig 
trade was seized. Immediate efforts were 
made to claim the vacancy left in the 
English market by the cessation of foreign 
imports. -Although it was rather late to 
develop full supplies for. the market in 
that season, enough was done to persuade 
English merchants that it was to Ireland 
that they had to look for live pork sup- 
plies, and that Ireland intended to fulfil 
their wants. Happily, the early effort was 
no mete flash in the pan, and development 
of the live pork trade has gone on steadily. 
It. is á movement that ought to be

the feature of a:small market-in-Dablin j-encouraged ; for it tends to give stability 


to pig! production in Ireland. Previously 
the pig-breeding industry was marked by 
disconcerting: fluctuations...

British Forestry. - 

Last year the Forestry Commission 
planted in Great Britain between 22,000 
and 23,000 acres with trees—“one of the 
biggest planting programmes ever carried 
out in any English-speaking country.” 
This, says Lord Clinton, chairman of the 
Commission, in a statement to the Press, 
brings the total area planted in acoordance 


‘with the Forestry Act of 1919 up to close 


on 100,000 acres. When the Forestry Act 
was adopted, provision was made for a ‘en- 
year period, ending.in 1929, during which 
it was proposed to plant 139,000 acres. 
It-was expected that another 100,000 acres 
would be planted in the same period by 
municipal and private owners of land, 
making a total area of 239,000 acres 
planted. Last year a general census of 
existing woodlands made clear the neces- 
sity for an extended measure of State 
forestry. Of 3,000,000 acres described as 
woodland before the war, little more than 
half was found to be economic. To-day 
there are 62 forests in England and Wales 
and 50 in Scotland. Every year the 


‘number is increasing by the planting of 


some 15 new forestry centres. Lord 
Glinton reports that the -Commission’s 
forests have afforded a considerable amount 
of employment, increasing from a minimum 
of 210 in the summer and 935 in the 
winter in 1920 to 2,335 in the summer and 
3,185 in the winter in 1926. The policy 
of establishing forest workers in small 
permanent holdings in or close to. the 
forest was found advantageous; for it 
ensures skilled work and the opportunity 
for the forester to better his position. 
Every year, mainly in the winter months, 
150 days’ employment is guaranteed, 
leaving the worker sufficient free time to 
work a small holding successfully. The 
maximum size of holdings is 10 acres. 
Special attention is being devoted to the 
education of forest officers and forestnrs, 


and to research work.

MR. JOHN DILLON. 


HIS WORK FOR LAND REFORM 


A Correspondent writes to The Times — 
The - interesting obituary notice of Mr. 
John Dillon 's career in The meas of August 
5th scarcely does justice to his work for 
land reform in his earlier years. The genera- 
tion which remembers all that was involved 
in the insecurity and the rack-renting of the 
ald Irish land system has largely disappeared, 
and Mr. Dillon hed for some. thirty years 
past been so much identified with "omy politics 
of the Home Rule agitation that his earlier 
connection with. the Land League and his 
pore in the establishment of elementary ri a 
or the Irish tenant farmers; had been all 
forgotten. 

o the younger members of the Irish 
Parliamentary Party, before 1914, Mr. Dillon’s 
narrowness of outlook, his strong presanress 
and intolerance of criticism, were natural! 
source of.constant irritation. But [ remem 
the most brilliant and the least sd RCS 
of them, the late Professor T. M. Kettle, 
declaring with real emotion at a public meet- 
ing shortly before the war that if it were 
the last speech he ever made in public life, 
he would wish to thank Mr, Dillon for the 
incalculable services he had rendered to the 
Irish farming class in raising their status so 
much within the lifetime of one generation. 

The political tactics of the Home cam- 
paign became an obsession with Mr. Dillon in 
later “é His refusal to take any part 
with Horace Plunkett and other generous 
and far-sighted Irish Unionists, which your 
obituary: notice rightly ghtly emphasises, was en- 
tirely due to his fear that the Home Rule 
agitation would lose all its momentum. if 
economic grievances were removed before it 
had resulted in triumph.

Farmers Seek Relief. 


Farmers are organising to bring pressure 
on the Government to introduce legisla- 
tion next session for the relief of their 
distressed industry.

unduly high prices. The ‘Food Council 
long has had the matter under review, but 
neither farmer nor consumer so far has 
profited by that authority's deliberations.

The New Prayer Book.

Flying Boats. 


The exhaustive experiments carried oui 
by the Air Ministry in connection with 
i AE boats are beginning to bear fruit. 

o other country has made such progress 
in this branch of aviation as has been 
achieved by Great Britain. The Valkyrie, 
one of the three machines which are to 
take part in the Baltic cruise this week, 
probably is the fastest flying boat of its 
size in the world. It carries a crew of 
seven, and its three engines enable it to 
travel at the rate of 120 miles an hour. 
It has left the Solent, where it has been 
stationed, for Felixstowe, from which place 
the Baltic cruise will be commenced. 


Fears in Cornhill. 


Following the Cornhill disaster, some 
insurance business was done at Lloyd's, 
but not to the extent that might have 
been imagined, considering the enormous 
amount of building in progress in London. 
As a matter of fact, insurance of property 
against risk of collapse never has been 
general. Owners, however, immediately 
adjacent ta sites, where big demolitions 
or buildings ate taking’ place naturally 
became nervous as a résult of Saturday’s 
disaster, and it is understood that: Lloyd's 
quoted them rates in the neighbourhood 
of 10s;, per cent., but accepting only part 
of the risk. A good deal of speculation 
has been aroused in the City as to who 
will have to make good the present 
damage. It is not known what arrange- 
ments were made in the present instance, 
but it is usual for contractors to insure 
themselves to cover their. legal liability to 
third parties, a very different thing from 
insurance against damage, liability having 
first to be proved. 


The Prince’s Home. 


Marlborough House is to be ready for 
occupation by the Prince of Wales when 
he returns from his tour of Canada next 
month. Work is beingyspeeded up, and 

in the course of the next week or so most 
of the Prince’s personal belongings will 
be moved from York House to his new 
home.

The upward movement slowed at the 
end of the first hour, but the undertone 
remained very strong, and the reaction 
from the top was moderate. | 

In the last few minutes’ trading, how- 
ever, the market experienced a precipitate 
decline of more than four dollars a bale, 
leaving the final prices about three-and- 
a-half dollars net higher. This violent 
set-back towards the close is attributed 
to the cumulative effect of the enormous 
volume of profit-making by the specula- 
tife interest who have been heavy buyers 
yeas the day.—(Reuter. ) 

' MASTER SPINNERS’ BALLOT. 

Two outstanding matters of importance 
in the Lancashire cotton trade yesterday 
were the jump of a penny-three-farthings 
per lb. in the price of raw cotton, follow- 
ing the publication of the first official 
report of this season’s American crop, and 
the news that the Federation of Master 
Cotton Spinners’ Association have recom- 
mended that all mills using American 
cotton should close for a week in addition 
to the usual holidays before September 
10th. 

In the last few days cotton had 
gradually declined to the extent of nearly 
a penny per ib., but the official United 
States estimate caused the market to 
recover the loss at one bound, and to 
bring the price of the raw material to 
the highest level attained this year. The 
result of the ballot taken by the Master; 
Spinners’ Federation was announced in 
Manchester yesterday. It was as follows: 
In favour, 70.40 per cent. ; against, 15.75 
per cent. ; no reply, 13.85 per cent. 

LUCKY SPEOULATORS IN 
MANCHESTER. 

Business on the’ Manchester Royal 
Exchange yesterday was practically at a 
standstill owing to the suddem rise in 
prices. Those who had orders to place 
were in a quandary, and a few days are 
bound to elapse before any degree of 
” confidence is restored. 

People who had bought cotton before 
the issue of the Bureau report havé made 
very substantial profits. An instance was 
mentioned on the Royal Exchange yester- 
day of a small group of men who decided 
t» “have a flutter.” As a result of 
their purchases they have cleared a profit 
of £3,000. Another man, in a few 
minutes, made a profit of £222 in a 
speculation with one hundred bales of 
American cotton, while still another 
netted £345 in a few minutes from fifty 
bales of Egyptian. 

Meantime extreme disappointment is 
expressed by spinners and manufacturers 
at the turn of events. Their view is that 
with a carry-over almost equivalent to 
half the normal American cotton crop, 
even a crop this season around thirteen 
and a half million bales does not justify 
a rise of such magnitude in cotton prices. 
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RESPONSE NOT UP TO. 

NEW YORK, Twesday. 
. The twenty-four hours’ general strike of 
New York workers, declared as a protest 
against the impending executions of Sacco 
and Vanzetti, was not as popular as its 
leaders had predicted. 
Instead of the 500,000 to 750,000 workers 
expected to have come out, labour sup- 
portets themselves only claimed 400,000, 
while the police estimate, at first as high 
as 200,000, was later cut down to 145,000. 
- Ab for the mass meetings which were 
to have been held in Union Square and 
in some thirty Radical halls, these proved 
the most quiet affairs. 
Rain, which fell in the forenoon, was 
a damper in a double sense, but still 
more so was the presence of a thousand 
uniformed policemen in Union Square. 
Other policemen, liberally distributed 
in ell the halls, prevented the outbreak 
there of any undue enthusiasm. The 
Radical speakers who appeared were 
applauded, and resolutions were passed, 
but the proceedings might have been those

BELFAST UNION’S 
EXPENDITURE. 


INCREASE. OF OVER £23,000. 


There is an increase of over “£25,248 in the 
expenditure of the Belfast Board of Guar- 
dians compared with last year, according to 
the report of the Local vernment Board 
Auditor, submitted at the meeting of the 
board yesterday. 

In his report Dr. Bryan stated that the 
revenue expenditure for the year, which 
amounted to £180,849, showed an increase of 
£23,248 over that for the previous year, and 
an increase of £27,067 over that for the year 
ended March, 1925. The item of expenditure 
which showed the most marked increase was 
that of outdoor relief, in which, notwith- 
standing a saving of over £8,000 owing to 
the operations of the Widows and Biohane 
Pension Act, the increase over the expendi- 
tu:2 of the previous year amounted to 
£19,256. This increase was entirely due to 
tks great number of persons receiving out 
door relief under Section 13 of the Local 
Government (Ireland) Act, 1898,

IRISH RED SETTER CLUB.

FIRST ANNUAL DINNER IN 


DUBLIN. 


The first annual dinner of the Irish Red 
Setter Club was held last night in the 
Gresham Hotel, Dublin, under the chairman- 
ship of the Marquis of Waterford, President 
of the Society. 

The toast of the Governor-General and the 
Irish Free State having been honoured, 

Mr. W. Toomey proposed the health of the 
Marquis of Waterford, whose presence, he 
said, they highly appreciated. Lord Water- 
ford was following in the steps of his father, 
who was a good sportsman. He was the 
kind of sportsman that they wanted in Ire. 
land. ‘It was that friendliness which was 
going to make Ireland prosperous and united. 

Sue Chairman, in reply, said that he felt 
greatly honoured at being with them that 
night. He quite agreed that there was 
nothing for the country like sport, whether 
it was red setter trials, horse racing, or any- 
thing else. He congratulated Mr. Rae on 
winning the Cup at the trial that day. . 

Dr. Lyburn proposed the toast of the Irish 
Red Setter Club. This was, he-said, one of 
the oldest clubs in Ireland. It dated from 
1882, and was doing good work. In England 
the Irish red setter was in danger of becom- 
ing a ladies’ pet. Here they were getting 
them up to their work. They could see at 
the trials that day that the dogs were up 
to a good workmanlike. standard. 

Mr. Carbery said. that there never had 
heen the slightest dissension in the/ Irish Red 
Better Club during the thirty-three years 
that he had been associated with it. They 
had always had the honour of having good 
head pieces. The late Lord Waterford was 
one of their greatest supporters, and as long 
as they carried on the traditions of Curragh- 
more they would be prosperous. They knew 
no boundary, every Irish Setter Club in the 
North being supported by them, while their 
clubs were supported by Northerners. 

He was afraid that there were too Many 
clubs in Ireland, as far as red setters were 
concerned, He would like to see these clubs 
amalgamated and Kolding one week's sport, 
North and South. This would tend to secure 
better meetings and better feelings. An 
Irish red setter that was well trained was 
a dog that did his work, and never knew 
when he was beaten. 

Proposing the toast of the judges of the 
Irish Red Setter Club, Mr. McMenamin, T.D., 
sai. that the Irish red setter was recognis 
a; the triumph of a sporting dog ih Ireland. 
They had one judge from the North and one 
from the South, which, he thought, was a 
happy augury, not only for the present, but 
for the future. It was one of the pawns 
of. the club that sport knew no bounds, One 
thing certain was that the Irish Red Setter 
Club would, so far as it was in its power, 
us every endeavour to frustrate the machina- 
tions of politicjans. The Irish Red Sotter 
Club was discharging a great duty in show- 
in,, the people of Great Britain and Northern 
Irelarid that, whatever they might be as 
politicians, they were good sportsmen. 

Mr. Doherty, in the course of his reply; 
said that since the inception of the Irish Red 
Setter Club they had a type of setter that 
could be put on tl.c bench to win a prize 
and next dav be taken out to work, 

Rev. Father Lucey, in proposing the toast 
of ' Our Visitors,” regretted that the Kennel 
Club did not agree with him that a show 
setter should also be a good worker. 

Mr. Rae and Mr, McMenamin replied. 

Mr. White declared that the red setter was 
the most neglected dog in Ireland, It had 
not behind it the sporting crowd that it 
should have. He suggested that they could 
do a lot more for the breed if they accepted 
the help of the smaller men.

HEALTH BOARD AND A 
COMPLAINT, 


At last Monday’s meeting of the Louth 
Board of Health a letter wag forwarded b 
the Local Government Department, whic 
the .Department had received from a man 
named Joseph Hayes, Union street, Dundalk. 
He complained that home assistance to the 
amount of three shillings weekly of which he 
had been in receipt hitherto had been stopped 
by the Board: of Health. He stated that he 
had a wife and eight children, and that he 
could not get work. It was cruel that he had 
to send his children out to beg bread, and the 
manner in which the poor were being treated | 
in Dundalk was a disgrace. 

Mr. Connor ‘said that he welcomed a letter 
of the sort being sent to the Department; 
if the people affected brought pressure to bear 
on the Government it might result in local 
bodies being freed from the responsibility of 
providing for these people. 

Miss Callan, assistance officer, stated that 
she visited the house of Hayes on several 
occasions and she had never foumt any sign of 
destitution. Some of the applicant's children 
sold sticks, aud she was informed that Hayes’ 
father-in-law contributed £1 a week towards 
the upkeep of ‘the house. This latter state- 
ment was denied by Mrs, Hayes. 
The Chairman (Mr. McGahon) said that the 
before them were

report. He explained that such*a small sum 
as three Shillings a week would not be given 
in a case where there was a large laally if

At the last meeting of the Roscommon 
Committee of Agriculture and Technical In-

MOUNTMELLICK INDIGNANT 
OVER DELAY. 


on appeals from Mountmellick to 
start the drainage of the Barrow in the area 
to relieve unemployment, the NA CN of the 
town are now told by the new Par iamentar 

Secretary to the Minister for Finance, wit 

whom Mr, Davin, T.D., took up the matter 
personally, that they must await their turn, 
and that ‘‘ the drainage of the Barrow is not 
a relief work, but an engineering proposition 
pure and simple.” Great indignation is felt 
in Mountmellick and Portarlington areas. 

In a letter to Mr. Davin, the new Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Minister for Finance 
said that he had examined the matter, but 
found that, from the engineering point of 
view, it would be radically unsound practice 
to open up this area before the main river 
channel was sufficiently: clear to receive the 
discharge therefrom without inflicting loss 
and damage upon other areas below. Tn the 
normal course of events the Mountmellick 
district would be reached when the work up- 
stream progressed so far, but it must await 
its turn. 

Interviewed on the subject yesterday, Dr. 
M. J. O’Brien, dispensary doctor at Mount- 
mellick, said:—‘‘It will -be seven hundred 
years more before .it is drained, when it will 
have sent thousands suffering from consump- 
tion and other diseases to their graves.” 

Dr. O’Brien further stated that the damp- 
ness caused by the overflowing Barrow, 
together with the bad sewerage, might be put 
down as the cause of all the outbreaks of 
disease in Mountmellick during the last five 
years.
